Tt is a won-
der to me it Has Insted wo long, Meteors
shooting by on this side and grazing it and
maoeteors shooting by on the e wide uned
grazing it, none of them alowing up for
safety. Whole fleets and navies and argo-
gosies and fotillas of worlds sweeping all
whout uw.

Wilhelm der Grosse rush by, Besides
that, our world has by sin been damaged
in ita internal machinery, and ever and
anen Lhe fornaces have burst, and the
walking beama of the mountaine have
broken, wmd the islands have shipped a
#on, and tho great halk of the world has
been jarred with accldents that ever and
anon thrvatened immedinte demolition.

But it seems to us as if the last bundred
yeara were especinily characterized by dige
aster—voleanie, oceanie,s epidemie. T say
volennie becauwe an earthquake is only &
ano hushed up, When Stromboli and
Cotopaxi and Vesuvius stop breathing, let
the foundsations of the earth beware! Sev-
en thousahd earthquakes in two centuries
recorded in the catalogue of the British ae-
sociation!  Trajan, the emperor, goes to
anelent Antioch, sud amid the splendoss
of his recoption is met by an earthquake
that mearly destroys the emperor's life.
